chamber shall consist of nine 
members, five of whom must lie 
selected from representatives of 
local InduHtries. Candidates for 
directors are namefl by a- nomi­ 
nating committee of five members. 
The president of the chamber is 
rx-offlcio member of the nominat­ 
ing committee and the remalnlnfc 
four members are appointed by the 
board of directors. Two candi­ 
dates are named for each chair on 
the board. If the members of the 
chamber are dissatisfied with the 
nominees of the nominating com-

Ihe right to nominate candidates 
In opposition to the nominees of 
Hi* nominating committee. All 
\otlns for directors la by ballot, 
oast In person by the Individual 
members at the chamber office. 
The former policy of permitting 
plural membership* is abolished. 

Special Election 
A speclalVlectlon Is to be called 

within 30 days for the election of 
au -.-e»<in^-v,«ew''' boaM. ' THreW 
flireclorti will be »|ected for one 
year, tlireo for two years, and 
three for three years. Thereafter 
tlirre. directors will he elected each 
.Mar for ft three-year term. 

Officer, and Committees 
Officers are chosen by the board 

<il directors! from among its menu 
be . The president and two vice- 
prealdonts constitute the executive 
committee, which shall have direct 
supervision of the secretary. The 
executive committee also has 
power to reject any special busi­ 
ness proposal or proposition upon 
the ground that It is nut within 
tha jurisdiction o( the chamber, 
and such action shall be final un- 
lexB It Is reversed at the next 
succeeding monthly meeting of the 
board of directors. All special 
committees are appointed by the 
executive committee, except the 
auditing committee, which shall be 
appointed by the president with 
the approval of the entire board. 
It Is the fuuctlon of committees 
to Investigate and make recom­ 
mendations to the board of direc­ 
tors. No committee can represent 
the chamber in advocacy of or op­ 
position to any project without 
the specific confirmation of the 
board of directors. 

Meetings 
Regular meetings of the cham­ 

ber are to be held on the third 
Tuesday of July. October. January 
and April, the first of which Is 
the annual meeting of the cham­ 
ber. Provision Is also made for 
the calling of special meetings of 
members. Regular directors' meet- 
Ings are to be held on the first 
Monday of each month at 3 p. in. 

Membership 
All persons, firms or corpora­ 

tions of yood standing. Interested 
In the commercial, Industrial or 
civic progress of Torrance are eli­ 
gible for membership. Industrial 
firms or corporations shall desig­ 
nate from time to time a repre­ 
sentative with full authority to 
vote. Memberships are limited to 
active members only. All members 
must be approved by a majority 
vote of the board of directors and 
any member may be expelled by a 
two-thirds vote of the board of 
directors. Each member Is liable 
for dues until his written resigna­ 
tion has been received by the sec­ 
retary. Dues are payable annually 
In advance. If any member shall 
fall to pay his duos within three

name shall be posted on the bulle­ 
tin board for a period of ten days, 
and written notice of delinquency 
 hall be given to him by the treas­ 
urer. If at the end of ten days, he 
 till remains delinquent, his mem­ 
bership may be forfeited by action 
of the board of directors.

Women are stronger In the Re- 
publlcan party In the 68th district 
than thevt are in the Democratic 
party. It Is revealed,- While there 
tfWf~e*9« women Id the O. O. P. In 
this district as aftainst 78T7 men. 
there are but 1894 women against 
the 9481 men hi the Democratic 
ranks. 

There nre 32,490 registered voters 
for the November 8 election In the 
68th district. The largest assem­ 
bly district Ix the 52nd. In the Bell 
and Huntlngton Park section, east 
of. Los Angelas. Smallest assembly 
district Is the 45tli, near South 
Pasadena. 

By congressional districts. Dem­ 
ocrats also outnumber Republicans 
In this district, coinciding with the 
assembly district In this respect. 

The 17th congressional district, 
which Is the smallest of the eight 
In the county, has 122.346 reglH-

Both men have long been associ­ 
ated with the Edison Company, 
Rauer entered Its employ In 1909. 
as a clerk In the law department. 
Ward came to California with 
Henry K. Huntlngton and was 
Identified with the Pacific Light 
and Power Corporation until that 
concern was consolidated with the 
Kdlson In 1917. He became vice 
president In charge of construc­ 
tion, and as such directed the ex­ 
penditure of more than »200.000.000 
in the extension of the Edison 
power supply.

Control Project 
May Raise Value 

Land In Slough
Special Report on Nigger 

Slough Filed With 
Supervisor*

Value of 4000 acres of land In 
the Nigger Slough area east and 
north of Torrance could be in- 
creaaed from $2500 to $11.000 an 
acre by development of a flood 
control project, the board of super­ 
visors was informed this week In 
a special report filed by the flood 
control district. 

The report was made by Joseph 
H. Dockweiler, consulting engineer, 
who stated that the combined flood 
control and water conservation 
projects could he developed for 
(2,000,000 each, or $4,000,000 for 
both. 

In addition to development of 
the area lying between Torrance 
and Gardena and extending In the 
direction of Wllmlngton. the dan­ 
ger from floods would be elimi­ 
nated, and development would pro­ 
ceed with that assurance, the re­ 
port Mated. 

The outstanding features are: 
1. The area has un average 

properly valuation of $2. DUO per 
acre hut under full flood protec­ 
tion and conservation with full In­ 
dustrial development would have n 
value of $11,000 per acre. 

2. It has a population concen­ 
tration of l'/i persons per acre 
which under full development 
would reach eight persons per 
sere. 

1. About 4,100 acres arc now 
subject to inundation which may
